Which of the two Powers was it that bore the 
Expence of the preſent Emperor's Expedition 
to Spain, and ſupported him there? Who con- 


tributed moſt to get S;czly, Naples, the Mila- 
nee and the Netherlands for the Houle of 
Auſtria? Was it not Great-Britain? The Em- 
peror Leopold's Circumſtances did not permit 
him, by any Means, to bear the Weight of a 
Burthen, which no Nation, under Heaven, 
would have taken upon itſelf but Byitain alone? 
As to the Dutch, what Expence they were at 


in the laſt War, was demonſtrably with a View 


to get all the Spaniſh Netherlands into their 
Clutches, under the Notjon of a Barrier; and, 
not content with this, they were alſo to have

taken, or that might be taken from France on 
that Side.

with Germany, that their Ships crowded to it, 


were forced out of the Trade of Antwerp.

therland: Even the Expence of keeping up 
their Dikes amounts to as much yearly as would 
maintain an Army of Forty Thouſand Men. 
When a Dutchman is paying his Taxes, which 
he does with every Bit he puts in his Mouth, 
it is ſome Satisfaction to him to know that he 
is not giving from his Family what he has earn- 
ed with the Swear of his Brows, to build Pa- 
laces, and make magnificent Gardens; to buy 
glaring Equipages, ſumptuous Furniture, Jewels, 
Plate, and coſtly Pictures, &c. to indulge the 
Luxury, and gratify the Rapine of a fat-gut- 
ted Vampire. It is worth your Notice, Sir, 
that there is not a Man among all the States, 
either Provincial or General, that ſpends Two 
Thouſand Pounds Sterling a Year, within the 
Bounds of the Republick; the Duteh Magi- 
ſtrates and Miniſters never make a Figure at the 
Expence of the People, nor owe their Great- 
neſs to their Country's Ruin; except we ſup- 
pole that the Taxes are raiſed more to defend 
and ſupport the Sovereignty of the States againſt 
their Neighlours, than to protect the People in 
their Poſſeſſions.

It is not 
levied, as I obſerved before, to enrich parti. 
cular People: Nor is it ever ſent ro the Banks 
of London, or Venice, or Genoa, or Hamburgh, 
to ſecure a Retreat for any rapacious Miniſter, 
that might be obliged to fly his Country for 
Plunder and Corruption. Theſe Things never 
en among the De. 
2. TE States take particular Care to en- 
courage and enlarge their Trade Abroad, as the 
only Thing that can ſupport them. They 
know that it would be ridiculous to pretend to 
load the People with Taxes and Exciſes, and 
neglect their foreign Commerce at the ſame Time. 
It is their Foreign Trade; that is to ſay, their 
India Trade, the Herring- Fiſhery, the Wook. 
len- Manufatfuries, the Silk- Maunfacturies, 
the Carriage of the Products of Europe from 
Port to Port, that keep the Dutch from ſink- 
ing under the Weight of a General Exciſe. 
The States are ſo ſenſible of this, that it would

What do you 
think then, Sir, would be the Fate of a Mi- 
niſter in Holland, who, purchaſed with Eng- 
hiſh, French, or Spaniſh Money, or through 
any Motive whatever, ſhould not only decline 
Opportunities of advancing the Trade of his 
Country, but traiterouſly expedite or connive 
at the Ruin of it, and talk of loading the Na- 
tion with new Burthens at the ſame Time?

To be near in their Houſes, which is no 


ſmall Expence, and ſpruce in their Cloaths on 
a Sunday, they muſt pinch their Bellies all the 
Week; or elſe fill them with the meer Lumber 
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Food as often makes them very unſavoury and 
unſociable Companions to all the World but 
themſelyes. Would it not be very agrecable. 
to an honeſt, Engliſh. Revolutioner, with a 
round Family, and good. brisk Buſineſs, to ſit 
down to a great Bowl of Cabbage with a Pound 
or Two of Salt Beef or Pork in it, like a Pip- 
pin in Middle of a great Apple; or to à Sal. 
mongondie, or a Diſſi of Grout, or Grey-peas, | 
or a Red-Herring or two, inſtead of out old 
Engliſh Diſhes? Theſe are Dainties which may! | 
be jcen every Day at the Tables of the Magi 
ſtrates themſelves; Not but that a Dutchman: 
loves good Eating, when he can get it, as well 
as the greateſt Man in England; bur MASTER 
Ex Is E has taken eſpecial Care that none but 
a very rich Man ſhall. commit frequent Exgeſſes 
that way: And really, Sir, without Exagge- 
ration, I have. often {cen appearingly ſubſtan+ 
tial Dealers and Tradeſmen fit down to Din- 
ners in Amſterdam, which a Cobler or Porter 
in London would not be confined. to, without 
curſiug the Man who had been the Cauſe: of it, 
Surely, Sir, the Eng/i/þ have not parted with 
Two Hundred Millions of Pounds Sterling, 
ſince the Year 1688, to purchaſe ſuch Dinvers 
at laſt: If they have, the Bargain has been ve» 
As to the Journeymen, and all thoſe-who 
live by bodily Labour in Holland, the Ex- 
ciſè forces them, in ſpite of their Teeth, to a 
Frugality, which, how. goefliſoever it may be 


for their Souls, cannot but be very pernicious 
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toitheir Bodies. They are taxed like Slaves, ©

men will be better Judges of the Condition of 
their Neighbours, when they are forced into 
the like themſelyes; which I humbly preſume 
and ſincerely hope will not be in your Time.
